In a letter from’ Europe, where he is 
traveling, Robert Hunter, the New 
York settlement worker, who married 
the sister of J. G. Phelps Stokes, an- 
nounces his decision to join the Soclal- 
ist party in this country. He says that 
he thus places himself in direct oppo- 
sition “to the most fundamental cause 
of our social dis- 
tresses — namely, 
capitalism itself.” 
Every day he sees 
that so long as 
the capitalist class 
exists poverty, 
ewage slavery and 
all the miseries 
which well inten- 
tioned men desire 
to relieve must 
continue. 

Mr. Hunter 
thinks that cap- 
{talism will soon 
_go the way of 
“other class sys- 
tems.” “Lawson,” he says, “sees its 
frenzied finance, Hughes sees its rob- 
bery of the widows and orphans, 
Hearst sees its political treachery, 
Steffens sees its political perfidy, Miss 
Tarbell its soul of dishonor and hy- 
pocrisy, Robert de Forest its murder- 
ous tenements, Felix Adler the slav- 
ery of the children, Roosevelt its pol- 
sonous food products.” Mr. Hunter 
gees all these things at once, and the 
sight has driven him to join those who 
demand “the social ownership of the 
instruments of production.” 


Senatorial Elections. 

The Republican majority of the Dela- 
ware assembly nominated Harry A. 
Richardson, the canner and financial 
promoter of Dover, to succeed Allee in 
the United States senate, and he was 
subsequently elected.

The Texas house of representatives 
passed a resolution calling on the at- 
torney general to submit all docu- 
mentary evidence implicating Senator 
Bailey in dealing with the Standard 
Oil people. Nevertheless the friends 
of Bailey passed a substitute resolu- 
ition {n the senate, 18 to 12, calling for 
a committee of seven senators to in- 
vestigate the charges against Bailey; 
if such an investigation is deemed ad- 
visable. 


Socialist Paper Suggests Kidnaping. 
In support of the contention that the 
United States supreme court, by re- 
fusing the habeas corpus plea of the 
officers of the American Federation of 
Miners, had justified their alleged kid- 
naping from the state of Idaho, the 
Appeal to Reason, a Socialist weekly of 
Girard, Kan., having a large national 
girculation, has offered a reward of 
$1,000 to any one who will deliver to 
the Kentucky authorities William 8. 
Taylor, formerly governor of Ken- 
tucky, who is under indictment for 
complicity In the murder of Goebel, 
but whom the Indiana officials have re- 
fused to surrender for trial. The pre-

Lobbyists Out of Nebraska. 

The Nebraska legislature has passed 
@ bill making it a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by heavy fine, for any corpora- 
tion to employ a professional lobbyist 
and restricting all companies and in- 
dividuals to arguments before com- 
mittees. To this end any person fre- 
quenting the capitol without apparent 
occupation may be arrested, question- 
ed and ejected from the building and 
if they return may be confined in jail 
until the session closes. This Is under- 
stood to be preliminary to a variety of 
radical reform laws which have been 
introduced for a two cent passenger 
rate, direct primary elections, rate reg- 
ulation, antipasses, ete. The legisla- 
tures of Kansas, Iowa and South Da- 
kota are also considering similar meas- 
ures. 


Governor Staurt Inaugurated. 

At Harrisburg, Edwin 8, Stuart was 
inaugurated governor of Pennsylvania, 
and in his address he demanded an in- 
vestigation of the capitol scandal, two 
cent fare on the railroads, trolley 
freight privileges and aid for the city 
charities, thus reaffirming his pre-elec- 
tion pledges. 


Mayor Dunne’s Platform. 

In a public statement Mayor Dunne 
of Chicago announced his candidacy 
for re-election on a platform of oppo- 
sition to the proposed settlement o 
the street car question. ba 

‘The plan agreed upon between the 
council committee and the street car 
men fixes the yalue of the properties 
and franchises at $50,000,000, which 
the city would have to pay whenever 
it took possession of the lines. Of this 
the Union Traction would receive $29,- 
000,000 and the City Railway $21,000,- 
000. The city and the companies would 
share net receipts, the former receiving 
68 per cent and the latter 45 per cent,

tonnage. Four of the seven proposed 
subsidies are for lines to South and 
Central America and the others to 
Hawali and the far east.

Negroes to Dig Canal. 

The isthmian canal commission has 
opened bids from private contractors 
for the completion of the Panama 
canal, and it appears that W. J. Oliver 
of Knoxville, Tenn., in association 
with Anson N. Bangs of New York, 
were the lowest bidders, as they pro- 
posed to do the work for 6.75 per cent 
of $140,000,000, the estimated cost. 
There were three other proposals— 
namely, from Pierce & Co. of Frank- 
fort, Me., for 7.19 per cent, from the 
North American Dredging company of 
Los Angeles, Cal., for 28 per cent, and 
the MacArthur-Gillespie company of 
New Jersey for 12.5 per cent. The 
lowest bidders are experienced rail- 
road and canal contractors. 

Oliver, who says he is a self made 
man now at thirty-nine, is#the fore- 
most railroad contractor in the south. 
One of his present undertakings is the 
tunneling of the Lookout mountain for 
the Southern railway. He is looked up- 
on as a multimillionaire and says he 
is willing to lose a million for the priv- 
llege of digging the canal. “I want it 
as a monument to my name,” he says. 
“I want people to say in after years, 
‘w. J. Oliver of Knoxville, Tenn., dug 
that ditch.’” 

It is understood that he will use ne- 
gro labor from the southern states. 
He will take at least 5,000 negroes to 
Panama witb him. c 


Asks For Two Dreadnoughts. 

A letter from President Roosevelt to 
Chairman Foss of the house committee 
on naval affairs insists that the navy 
of the future will require larger battle- 
ships of the Dreadnought class, and he 
urges that provision be made for the 
construction of two such. He says 
they are economical because one of 
these big fighters can whip two of the 
present class. Although he would be 
glad. of an international agreement to 
limit the size of battleships, he says 
he has found that it will be imprac- 
ticable to secure any such agreement 
in the near future.

treaty contrary to all precedent. 


Award Favors Honduras. ° 


The dispute between the republics of 
Honduras and Nicaragua over their 
boundaries affecting 6,000 square miles 
of territory has been decided by the 
arbitrator, the king of Spain, In favor 
ot Honduras. An American syndicate, 
the Deitrich company of Pittsburg, 
holds a concession for this land from 
Nicaragua and has already spent $500,- 
000 on it. Doubt is expressed that 
Nicaragua will accept the decision. 


Telephone to the Shah. 

The new shah of Persia is said to 
have established a public telephone at 
Teheran, communicating directly with 
his office in the palace, and has invited 
any of his subjects. to use this tele- 
phone to enter into direct conversation 
with himself.

ESTIMATE OF ESSEX COUNTY EX- 
PENDITURES. 


The county commissioners of Essex 
county with the county treasurer have 
made up the annual estimate of the 
needs of the county for the year 1907. 
The total is $424.200 of which it will be 
necessary to raise $385,000 by taxation 
against $341,000 last year. 

This increase is not, as many per- 
sons might suppose, because of any 
acts of the commissioners, It igs dus 
mainly to increased costs of courts, 
over which the commissioners have no 
control, and to interest charges for 
things which the commissioners have 
been directed by the legislature to io. 

A single item of increase ts in the 
amount necessary to reduce the bonded 
debt of $10,000 partly for payments om 
the truant. school. addition at Laws 
rence and partly for payment of the 
cost of land in Salem for court house 
purposes. Court expenses increased in 
1906 by $10.000 over the appropriation 
for that vear. This deficiency must be 
made good this yeor. It is estimated 
that the court expenses this year will 
be $5000 more than last: year, so thar 
the amount extra to be paid this year 
including the $10.000 deficiency, will be 
$5,000, These are items over which the 
commissioners have no control and 1n 
which they have no voice.

The Report 


It is a natural thing to depreciate 
one’s possessions and say in a mock 
modest way ‘A poor thing sir, but mine 
own.” Thatissomething no Andoverian \ 
need say of the Indian Ridge Reserva- 
tion, for take it summer or winter it 
bears favorable comparison with any 
other woodland reservation, giving great 
refreshment to mind and body by its 
varied formation, noble trees, and beauti- 
ful outlooks. 

As our annual meeting comes in mid- 
winter it is not amiss to dwell on the 
charms of the Reservation at this season. 
Imagine walking through the main cart- 
path on the snow-crust, now and then 
breaking through witha sound that 
seems rude in the silence, and making 
you sorry to have hurt the shining floor! 
To an untrained eye there are no signs 
of life beyond a few chipped acorns, and 
one round hole made by some small ani- 
mal working its way out through the 
leaves and snow. If you stand still to 
watch the trees and bushes coated with 
ice, you hear the bits of crystal falling 
here and there as the sun loosens their 
hold. You take long breaths of the per- 
fect air, and wonder if you are not really 
a better person than when you left home. 
You wish you knew how to express your 
pleasure in seeing even the ice-coated 
weeds, and you find it said for you in 
the lines, 

* A seed head uplifted 
Above a waste of snow 

Is reason abundant 

Why a weed should grow.” 

What a treat such a walk would be to 
that past-master of wood craft, Dr. Van 
Dyke! He would covet such a chance 
for his’ winter outings in New Jersey. 
All this pleasure is within easy reach, 
for it takes less than half an hour to go 
from the Reservation boundary on the 
West Ridge to the railway station, That 
is when there is no snow on the ground. 

With the coming of the snow all un- 
sightly things are covered, even the scat- 
tered newspapers, those silent reminders 
to the old trees of what their fate might 
have been had a saw mill been set up 
among them. For we read in the Boston 
Transcript that the pine is one of the 
woods most in demand for the pulp of 
which these papers are made, and it adds 
“Even saw-mill waste is now made into 
pulp.” 
+> It was a relief to find in November, 
after the leaves had fallen, very few 
brown-tail moth nests, either on old 
Samson’s Hockey or in the Reservation. 
It was the last place to be cleared by the 
tree-warden, for on April 9th, when a 
few small patches of snow lingered in 
the most sheltered places, he and his 
men were busily at work. In atall oak 
@man was singing lustily reminding one 
of the lines, 


“The sounding aisles of the dim woods rang 
To the anthem of the free !” 


We hear that last summer was a good 
|one for the crops of the country, but 
| strange to say, the Indian Ridge crop of 
partridge berries was not up to the mark, 
though the growth of the vines was un- 
usual as the autumn proved. Perhaps 
after all May is the most charming time 
| in the Reservation. Certainly the school 
children enjoyed it then, and their songs 
| and recitations resounded from the West 
| Ridge. The older ones repeated “Tbe 
Village Blacksmith,” ““Abon Ben Adam,” 
| Paragraphs from the “Declaration of In- 
dependence,” and Lincoln's “Gettysburg 
Speech.” When they heard that, their

SCIENTIFIC 


The Helion Filament Lamp. 

Professor H. C. Parker of the physics 
department of Columbia and Walter G. 
«Clark, an electrical engineer, have an- 
nounced the success of their experi- 
ments to find a better medium than 
earbon for electrical lamps. They say 
they have { substance which they 
have named ’helion, composed largely 
of silicon, but containing some other 
ingredients not thentioned. The mix- 
ture Is deposited from gas ona thread 
of carbon. To prove its superiority 
they turned an electric current into 
two bulbs attached to the same wire. 
One was the ordinary sixteen candle- 
power earbon filament and the other 
of the same size, but supplied with the 
helion filament. A slight flow of elec- 
tricity that made the carbon lamp ap- 
pear as a dull red wire produced in 
| the new bulb a white light that you 
read by. As the current was increased 
the old light changed from red to yel- 
low and increased in brilliance until it 
reached sixteen candlepower, while 
the helion light went to forty candle.

Consumption by Infection. 

Dr. E. C. Schroeder and W. E. Cot- 
ton of the bureau of animal industry 
have reported on their extensive ex- 
periments, which tend to show that 
tuberculosis may develop in the lungs 
no matter through what channels the 
bacilli gain entrance to the body and 
that the location of lesions in the 
lungs can no longer be considered as 
evidence that infection entered by 
means of respiration. Cattle and hogs 
were inoculated with tubercle bacilli 
near the end of the tail and died from 
lung tuberculosis in twenty-three days. 
These experts believe that ingestion is 
a greater danger than respiration. 


Electricity to Prevent Age. 

Professor d’Arsonval, an eminent 
member of the French Academy otf 
Sciences, has made public his discov: 
ery of a high frequency current elec. 
tric treatment, or bath, which, he be 
lieves, will indefinitely defer, if not 
actually prevent, old age and death 
He says that the majority of people 
die of arteriosclerosis. He uses a 
sphygomometer to measure the tension 
of the blood in the arteries. If the 
mercury of the instrument marks fif. 
teen or sixteen centimeters, it shows 
a normal tension. If the tension is 
higher or lower, Professor d’Arsonva) 
states that six baths of high frequency 
current will bring it to the normal 
where it will remain, all danger of 
arteriosclerosis being removed. These 
baths of five to ten minutes each may 
be taken three times a week. They 
give the patient absolutely no sensa 
tion. It only remains to find a method 
of checkmating microbes from with 
out, and the Matin believes we will 
possess the means of perpetual health

logical museum, who has been con. 
ducting extensive researches in north 
eastern Turkestan, has now returned

Earthquake Ruins Kingston. 

Delayed dispatches by cable, sup- 
plemented by. - wireless messages, 
brought the work) to a realization ot 
the magnitude of the disaster which 
had overtaken Kingston, the famous 
capital of the island of Jamaica in the 
West Indies, by earthquake, fire and 
tidal wave. The first terrific quake 
came entirely without warning on 
Jan. 14 In fair weather, when thou. 
sands of people, including many tour. 
ists, thronged the principal streets. In- 
stantly the city seemed to shrivel into 
ruins, public buildings, churches, banks 
warehouses and residences crashing 
into shapeless heaps, terrifying all 
who were not Instantly killed.*or in- 
jured. Fires swept unchecked through 
the business section, and a number of 
additional shocks kept the survivors+in 
panic.: Later reports told of a great 
tidal wave inundating the southern sec. 
| tion of the island, and people were 
alarmed for fear the city would slide 
into the sea, as did Port Royal in 1693. 
The city was practically annihilated, 
and the scenes at San Francisco and 
Valparaiso were re-enacted. Reports 
| sald, ‘Thousands dead.” The proper- 
ty loss may reach $25,000,000. 
| Lee Centenary Celebration. 

The one hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of General Robert E. Lee has 
been celebrated at the Washington and 
Lee university. During the last years 
| of his life General Lee was president 
of that institution, and his body rests 
in a vault in the chapel there. Among 
| the speakers were Charles Francis 
Adams and General George Washing: 
ton Custis Lee, who is the eldest son 
of General Lee and president emeri- 
tus of the university. 

Snow Blockades Northwest. 

Snowstorms and blizzards have pre- 
vailed throughout the north and north- 
west, and especially in the latter sec- 
tion regular train service had to be 
abandoned in many places, while coal 
trains headed for coalless towns were 
stalled. The depth of the snow ranged 
| from four to ten feet in western Min- 
nesota and North Dakota. Farmers

$83,466,188. Of this $34,631,612 is appro- 
priated in cash. and the balance $438,- 
834,526, represents expenditures author- 
ized under continuing contracts. 

It is the largest bill of the sort that 
Was ever presented to congress, The 
bill itself has not been reported and 
will not be for a day or two yet, owing 
to necessary detail work that remains 
to be done. The measure will not be 
taken up in the house until next week.

I see quite a number of doctor’s plates 
up in our town now. I am glad to see 
them. Doctors nowadays belong to a 
most heroic profession. ‘They are work- 
ing hard to make themselves unnecessary. 
They are far more interested in keeping 
Andover healthy than in getting the fees 
of many consumptive patients. ‘The 
common opinion used to be, ‘‘a doctor 
when you’re sick and a. priest when 
you’re dying.” But we are coming to 
see that we need both doctors and priests 
far more when we are living and well. 
If we would only go to them more for 
advice when we are in good health we 
would save ourselves half our trouble. 
A visit to our doctor or dentist oncea 
year before the rheumatism or the tooth- 
ache bas appeared might save us both 
the rheumatism and the toothache. In- 
deed doctors are more generous still, for 
they give us their best advice free.
